


SENSATIONAL Rock Queen Tina 
Turner has her eyes on an Oscar 
after appearing with Mel Gibson 
in the new movie Mad Max: Be- 
yond Thunderdome. 

In an interview in London the 46-year- 
old star said: ‘‘When I first went on the 
set I was terrified. I found watching the 
rushes every day nerve racking.”’ 


But Mel, described by the director of 
his latest film The River, Mark 
Rydell, as ‘‘a cross between the rough- 
ness of Steve McQueen, the gentleness 
of Montgomery Clift and the sexuality 
and charm of Clark Gable’, was eager 
to help Tina find her feet. 

‘Mel was tremendous,’’ she said 
with a gentle smile. 


Now the fiery rocker, whose most 
recent album Private Dancer is a 
worldwide smash hit, and who has just 
wound up a gruelling concert tour, 
wants to get involved in more movies. 


‘I’ve wanted to act for a long time,”’’ 
She said, ‘‘but I had to master my 
singing first. 

‘Now I want an Oscar — and believe 
me, I’ll get it.’’ 

And she may well get the chance for 
an Academy Award with Steven 
Spielberg — Hollywood’s Man With 
The Golden Touch after his runaway

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Best Pop Female Vocal Performance 
and Best Female Rock Vocal Per- 
formance — the Swinging singer wants 
to ‘‘bow out gracefully’’ with a few 
movie credits to her name. 

She was overjoyed at getting the part 
in the third Mad Max movie, as Entity, 
bizarre queen of a fantasy city, but 
found the task daunting.

“It’s the stillness of filming that is 
so different — I’m so physical on 
stage,’’ she said. 

And what of her relationship with 
Mel Gibson, the star described by 
Sigourney Weaver as ‘‘the most 
gorgeous man I have ever seen’’? Did 
Tina live up to her reputation as a good 
time girl? 

‘‘T’m sorry to disappoint you fellas 
but I’m not really a man-eater,’’ Tina 
said. ‘‘I’m really creating a character, 
a fantasy woman and I’m not 
interested in having a succession of 
wild affairs with men. There are 
more important things to do.”’ 

Word of mouth about her sizzling 
role has led to meetings with ‘‘top 
producers’’ about possible future parts 
in movies after Mad Max: Beyond 
Thunderdome opens in America in 
July, Australia in August and Britain 
at Christmas. 

Tina’s re-emergence came after 
more than 10 years in the wilderness, 
when Australian entrepreneur Roger 
Davies took over as her manager and 
remoulded her career. 

She had been working clubs and 
cabarets, paying off the huge debts 
which resulted from the break-up of 
her marriage with Ike. The bust-up of 
what had been 16 years of misery for 
the talented star came in the middle of 
a tour and the promoters claimed 
damages for dates the pair did not 
keep.
